DIES IN STOCK 
CAR CONTEST

OBAD ON ARRIVAL 
The Norfolk, Va., driver waa 
far back ta th* field when hie 
1964 Mercury smashed toto a 
retaining wall to the lOlshlap 
of the 185-lap race over the 
twisting course. 
He was dead on arrival at a 
Riverside hospital. 
Weatherly was a former mo­ 
torcycle racing champion who 
had been racing for 17 years. 
What caused Weatherly to hit

determined. 
■NGIN! TROUBLK POSSIBLE 
Witnesses say something ap- 
narently happened, either to 
Weatherly or to the car, as he 
came out of turn No. 5 on the 
nine-turn course. 
He cut across the dirt em­ 
bankment of turn No. 6. hit the 
retaining wall a glancing blow 
and careened across the track 
and off the other side. 
Some spectators said a puff 
of smoke erupted from Weath­ 
erly’s engine just as he entered 
the turn, indicating his engine 
may have exploded. 
Some said he drove straight 
across the turn, making no ef­ 
fort to turn his car. Others, in­ 
cluding Dan Gurney, winner of 
the race, said he was fisting 
the wheel. 
UP TO 166 MPH 
Thera were also reports that 
Weatherly 
appeared 
to

struggling with a stuck or bro­ 
ken accelerator. 
Weatherly, who was seldom in 
trouble on any track, hit the 
barrier at speeds estimated at 
•0 to IOO m.p.h. 
He wore only a seat belt, 
saying he would "rather flap 
around in there.

It took track officials nearly 
five minutes to pry Weatherly 
out of the car.

Our arm­ 
ing of the West German forces 
is admittedly national defense 
policy. 
Moreover, 
Americans 
know 
full 
well 
the 
English 
know how to curb “private en 
terprise” when it threatens Eng 
land’s defense interests. 
There are today more Ameri 
cans in uniform, deployed in 
Europe, for the defense of West 
era Europe (as a bastion ol’ 
American defense) than there 
are Britons on active duty in 
the entire British Army. This 
I fear, is realized by very few 
Englishmen. 
Moreover, 
if 
England 
and 
France had resumed their hi* 
tone roles as first class powers 
in terms of military, naval and 
atrpower strength, it would not 
have been necessary for Ameri 
ca to fill the void with an armed 
West Germany.

THI DICLINI of England 
as a first class power in terms 
of immediate strength has been 
one of the regrettable and often 
unrecognized developments of 
post-World War II. 
The same is true of France 
but not to such marked degree 
in terms of military, naval and 
air statistics. This proposition 
should be recognized with a def­ 
inite admission that Britain is 
far more valuable ally than 
France. France has been dan­ 
gerously mercurial since 1149 
British stability is an asset 
to an alliance that does not 
show in statistics. 
But the fact remains the 
United Kingdom has b e c o m e 
smugly complacent behind the 
American created NATO shield. 
The full extent of America’s 
endowment of that shield with 
American men, material and 
treasure is seldom conceded by 
the British press and leadership 
Today Britain is not contrib­ 
uting her full share.
